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In the Town of Rutland there are 1,383 acres of land on which white 
pine is the principal crop tree. These trees are valuable, not only to the 
individual owner, but also to the Town, State and the United States in general. 
They may be needed very soon in our National Defense program as enormous 
quantities of white pine lumber are being demanded by our defense industries. 
The stands of white pine reproduction, or young growing white pine, are 
equally valuable. It is these now small trees which will replace those cut to 
meet present day demands, and which will insure the people of this Town* 
State and country an adequate supply of lumber in future years. 

White Pine Blister Rust is a fungus disease which is fatal to white pines 
of all ages. It is a disease, however, which cannot spread unless there are 
currant and gooseberry bushes growing in the vicinity of the white pine 
stands, as it cannot spread from tree to tree. By removing the currant and 
gooseberry bushes in and near the pine stands the spread of this disease can 
be controlled. 

In Rutland the currants and gooseberries have been eradicated once from 
about 42 per cent of the control area of the Town, that is of the land in and 
near pine areas. Most of this work was done prior to 1934 and at present 
urgently needs reexamination and probably reeradication work. The remain- 
ing 58 per cent of the control area, where no work has been done, is badly in 
need of eradication of the currant and gooseberry bushes. This work is needed 
especially in the vicinity of immature pine stands or in areas where the mature 
pine has been removed and small or seedling white pine remains. Blister Rust 
is spreading and will continue to spread in unprotected areas until its spread is 
controlled by removing the currant and gooseberry bushes from the vicinity 
of the pine stands.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND DIRECTORS 

January 31, 1944 

To the Citizens of Rutland Town : 

Important information supplementing this discussion of our 
schools is to be found in accompanying tables on financial sta- 
tistics and school enrollments. 

Our country is now in its third year of World War II, with 
resultant effects being felt in education. Our elementary enroll- 
ments showed a decrease of 1 6 pupils two years ago and a decrease 
of 35 within the past year. The reduction has occurred in all 
but one school, hence no change in the number of teachers was 
made. A noticeable rise in the cost-per-pupil in the maintenance 
of our schools may be traced to the lower enrollments and a raise 
in teachers’ salaries. 

The Problem of Teachers 

There is now an acute shortage of trained teachers in the 
state. Good substitutes are no longer available to work on a 
full-time basis because they have already been employed. To 
retain our present teachers it will be necessary to keep salaries 
at a level which will prevent their response to better offers else- 
where when it is so difficult to secure worthy successors. In 
other towns of this supervisory district it has been necessary to 
seek substitutes from among practice teachers at the state nor- 
mal school, regular substitutes being unavailable or already 
teaching. Our regular teachers are being asked to accelerate 
their daily programs to keep pupils progressing up to normal 
amidst extra demands enlisting them with the pupils and towns- 
people in wartime activities. Teaching efficiency will be greatly 
enhanced as long as fair remuneration is maintained and a sense 
of security thereby had to face rising living costs. 

Wartime Services 

Last year the schools aided very much in a campaign to 
gather in scrap metals. This year they are helping salvage scrap 
paper. Teachers give instruction which keeps before the chil- 
dren the part they may take in the home at salvaging waste fats, 
tin cans, and similar items. Stamps and bonds are regularly 
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being purchased at the schools; membership in Junior Red Cross, 
4-H Club, or Scouts is encouraged; and the importance of taking 
part in victory garden projects, general farm work, canning food, 
and like activities emphasized. A clothing crusade for children 
was held in September, as part of a nation-wide drive, resulting 
in a collection of 395 pounds of clothing being shipped to war- 
stricken children. 

During the week of October 25th the teachers, with the aid 
of volunteer citizens, issued War Ration Book 4 at their respective 
schools. 

Health 

Only a minimum loss of school time due to common epi- 
demics resulted the past year until several children were afflicted 
by the prevalent grippe during Christmas holidays. At least 
four schools are serving hot lunches to the children, limited chiefly 
to a hot dish each noon. One school is trying the War Food 
Administration’s plan where reimbursement up to nine cents per 
meal may be had by supplying a more extensive menu. Teachers 
are expected to test the eyes and hearing of each pupil at least 
once per year and to report defective cases to parents. The 
school department now has a share in the use of an audiometer 
which makes possible a more thorough and accurate testing of 
a child’s hearing. Where clinic service has been sponsored by 
the P. T. A. or similar organization more complete health service 
has been rendered. Still greater results might be gained if all 
organizations were to join together in some plan. 

Adult War Production Course 

On March 17, 1943, ten members, comprising ’adult farmers, 
began attending a series of evening classes in the repair of farm 
machinery at Powell’s Garage in Rutland. The course was spon- 
sored under federal and state auspices through the local school 
department. Its purpose was to assist farmers to greater crop 
production by having a maximum of farm machinery in working 
order for spring planting. Classes were held Tuesday and Thurs- 
day evenings, three hours each time, for six weeks. Many types 
of machines were repaired, skill in certain types of repairing was 
learned, and little expense incurred by those having repairs made. 
Although the school department paid for the expense of running 
the course the State later refunded the full amount. 
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Change In Supervisory District 


Beginning July 1, 1944, Proctor joined Rutland Town, 
Castleton and Fair Haven as a member of the Rutland-Fair 
Haven Union School District of Vermont. Distribution of 
teachers and pupils in the district is as follows:

“Vermont’s Public Schools” 

Post-war plans in education are published in a bulletin 
recently issued to the public by the State Department of Educa- 
tion and State Board of Education. Compiled by Commissioner 
Ralph E. Noble and members of the Department in response to 
the Governor’s program on post-war planning this bulletin con- 
tains much of interest to all concerned with education. A few 
excerpts are herein presented. 

“The present rate of state aid per equated pupil should be 
increased from SI 6.50 to $25.00. A large part of this increase 
should be used by local school districts to raise teachers’ salaries.” 

“The welfare of all pupils requires the maintenance by the 
public of an alert, informed teaching profession. The public 
school should give moral support to the home and church in 
their religious education efforts. Among the primary obligations 
of the schools are the teaching of self-discipline, health, reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, history, science, civics, industrial 
arts, homemaking, music, and art. Elementary pupils must be 
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taught in such a way that they will be well-fitted mentally, 
physically, and emotionally to continue to build in the democratic 
way of life both now and in the period of reconstruction / ’ 

“Because of the shortage of labor and materials and because 
of increased tax burdens, the standardization program has been 
rapidly declining during the war period. Many schools badly in 
need of improvements are necessarily remaining unimproved. 
It is to be expected in the early years of the post-war period that 
Vermont's school improvement program will demand extensive 
consideration." 

The final paragraph above relates closely to our postponed 
standardization of Mill Village and Post schools. During the 
past year only a minimum of repairs was done in the schools and 
no new construction attempted. The Center School was newly 
painted in all class rooms and corridors. Similar inside painting 
was also done at the Mill Village and Post Schools. 

Mrs. Alice Nichols transferred to Brandon, as music super- 
visor of schools there, but we were able to retain her services for 
the same amount of time as previously in each of our schools this 
year* 

We have appreciated the cooperation of all in the interests 
of education, our teachers, the P. T. A/s, and other groups and 
individuals.

For the information of your taxpayers and because the pro- 
gram touches every community and a great number of its people, 
the customary annual statement is presented for inclusion in 
your town report. 

The Vermont Old Age Assistance Program is in its ninth 
year of activity. Nearly 11,000 Vermonters have received the 
benefit of its services and payments. It has proven a dignified 
and reliable method of relieving uncertainty, distress and need 
in old age. 

To date, about 8}^ million dollars has been expended in the 
state. The number currently receiving assistance is 5,400 per- 
sons. This is about 15% of the estimated number of persons 
over sixty-five years of age. Since the beginning of the program, 
the entire expense of administration has been 4.2%. The Social 
Security Board, Washington, D. C., has figures to show that, on 
a comparable basis, no other state has a better record for efficiency 
and economy. 

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying 

from your town amounted to $3,500.00 during the year 

January 1, 1943 to December 31, 1943. 

The number of recipients in December, 1943, was 15. 

The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and services 
constitutes a serious problem to persons dependent on small 
fixed allowances and has been the cause of much concern to the 
Old Age Assistance Department. 

The advice and council of local officials and interested per- 
sons has been very valuable, and is gratefully acknowledged by 
the Director, his associates and field staff.

During the past year, due to calls of the Government and 
changes in residence which have taken many of those available 
for Civil Defense duties, it has seemed best to confine our work 
to enforcement of blackout regulations, except in Center Rutland 
where a more dense population made it possible to go more into 
detail. Blackout regulations have been very satisfactorily carried 
out in all section of the Town, and classes in First Aid have done 
good work through the various schools. Center Rutland, with 
its more thickly settled population, has been able to cover most 
of the branches necessary for small communities. 

In the matter of raising funds during the various drives, the 
ladies have taken the Town over our quota in all drives, except 
that for the War Relief, where our quota seemed unduly large 
considering our population. 

In these efforts, especial commendation should be given to 
the children of the various schools who have manifested great 
interest and have been most helpful in every line in which they 
have taken any part. In this connection, it is worthy of notice 
that the annual Junior Red Cross enrollment for the Town was 
100 %. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to those workers 
who, when called upon, have so often at considerable inconven- 
ience and some expense to themselves never failed to respond 
cheerfully for any duties required by their positions or on request 
for any assistance possible.

The legal voters of the Town of Rutland and the Town of Rutland School 
District are hereby warned to meet at the Town Hall in Center Rutland on 
Tuesday, March 7, 1944 at 10 o’clock A.M., Standard Time, to act on the 
following matters, namely: 


1. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

2. To choose all necessary officers required by law. 

3. Shall the Town vote to have the Selectmen act as Overseers of the 
Poor? 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by tax, or otherwise to 
pay current expenses and indebtedness of the Town and State, School, 
Highway and County Taxes. If by tax, how much ? 

5. To see to whom and when the several taxes shall be due and payable. 

6. To see if the Town will appropriate two hundred dollars to secure 
the use of the Rutland Free Library to inhabitants of the lown. 

7. To see if license for the sale of malt and vinous beverages shall be 
granted in this Town. 

8. To see if spirituous liquors shall be sold in this Town. 

9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money for 
the temporary use of the Town. 

10. To see if the Town wishes to take advantage of the extra $25.00 per 
mile granted to Towns by the State provided the Town spends $25.00 
per mile of their own money on Town Roads outside of winter main- 
tenance. This applies to No. 101 of the Acts of 1937. 

11. The question of Town officers’ salaries, raising taxes, what provision 
the Town will make for the higher education of the Scholars of the 
Town, and any other article unable to be voted on by the Australian 
Ballot will be taken up at 1:30 P.M., Standard Time, by acclamation 
from the floor as has been our custom in the past. 

12. To see if the voters of the Town will appropriate $200.00 to be used 
in cooperation with the State and Federal funds for controlling tne 
spread of White Pine Blister Rust within the Town. 

13. Will the Town authorize the Auditors of the Town to employ the 
services of an accountant, from the office of the Auditor of Accounts 
provided by No. 55 of the Acts of 1937 to conduct an audit of the 
accounts of the Town? 

14. To see if the Town will vote a special fire tax to secure the services of 
the Rutland City Fire Department at $75.00 per hour, plus $5,000.00 
Bond for any damage to equipment or injury to personnel. 

15. To transact any other necessary, legal and proper business.
